To understand how Krick's stafl 
hopes to reduce hail damase, one 
must understand how hail is innde, 
‘This, over-simplified is the way the 
experts explain it: 

Water vapor in the air heeds a 
„kernal“ around which to condense 
before it easily turns to visible drop- 
lets. Tiny dust particles usually serve 
ts that kernal, 

Under certain conditions of humid- 
ity, temperature and other factors, 
the flow of air from the west be- 
comes especially turbulent as it 
leaves the mountains, Certain pat- 
terns of air-flow develop, omet lines 
like a fountain. Air streams upwards 
in the middle of this disturbance, of- 
ten at a speed of 40 m.p.h. or more, 
und falls out and down again. 

If the air in that turbulence is hu- 
mid, the water vapor condense into 
droplets in the cooler upper reaches 
and these may freeze. The little ice 
particles then drop into the warmer 
moister air again, “pick up another 
load of water,” so to speak, are blown 
upwards again, freeze again, and 80 
on, gradually building up a bail of 


ice. Eventually this becomes 100 
heavy to stay up longer, Hence a 
hall storm. 


Rain-making operates on the theory 
that there are insufficient dust par- 
ticles to encourage the moisture in 
the air to condense into droplets. Sil- 


ver iodide smoke“ put into the air, 


around the hall-control area. 

The obvious question at this point 
is how one would know whether the 
attack succeeded, since a hail storm 
is always So erratic, If damage is at 
a minimum, might it not have been 
that way anyway without all this 
fanfare? 

That question can stay with the 
skeptics, Those in charge believe 
they can tell if their efforts are ef- 
fective. And the farmers who will 


pay the shot have seen so much of 


nan that they are quite willing to 
take the chance. If the rate of hai) 
damage goes down they have been 
promised cheaper insurance rates, 
regardless of whether it can be 
proved that hail-suppression worked. 
Even if it could never be proved 
that it wasn't just a coincidence they 
will be quite satisfied. They will 
gladly pay for a coincidence, just so 


long as they are saved from hall. But 


coincidences don't last long. They 
will soon know if this thing really 
works, and they are optimistic,

Hail Suppression 
In The News 


An attempt will probably be made 
this year to reduce hall damage to 
crops in west- central Alberta. All 
readers are invited to observe this 
absorbing drama, this contest be- 
tween man and nature, this massive 
assault on perhaps the most violent 
of all the crop hazards. 

Hail does not rank at the top of 
the list of agricultural enemies, al- 
though its toll in one year in Alberta 
could easily be ten million dollars. 
Over the years drouth is perhaps the 
most destructive. A premature late 
summer frost, striking so silently and 
and stealthily that often the effects 
of its visitations aren't seen for many 
days, more that once has done far 
more damage than years of hail. 

But a hail storm is the most gra- 
phic of all crop calamities. Now a 
lovely crop rippling in the slight 
bleeze — and thirty minutes later the 
field is reduced to a mat of torn 
| stubbly stalks or even to an expanse 
of black churchned mud, In some 
regions hail is the chief limitation 
on agriculture, and to the individual 
farmer it is the most feared of all 
farm fates. 

Alberta is considered the location 
of some of the world’s worst hail 
belts, There may have been bigger 
hail stones elsewhere, but for consis- 
tency and thoroughness of damage | 
Alberta takes the ribbon, 
otherwise excellent farming districts 
northeast of Calgary, hail has been | 
known to strike eight years out of 
ten. 

Moist Pacific air coming out ot 
the mountains, coupled with the at- 
mcspheric conditions often found in 
this latitude from late June to mid- 
August, account for tho frequency 
and severity of the storms. 


Topography has something to do 
with hall damage, for there are little 
islands in the hail belt whic), have 
seldom, if ever, suffered serious dam- 
age. But on the average the whole 
crop belt from the foothilis east to 
the Saskatchewan border (and he- 
yond) and from the Montana line 
to Edmonton will likely be visited by 
a hail storm at least once every ten 
years. The most susceptible area is 
east and northeast of Calgary. 

Insurance is not the answer to hail, 
any more than it is the answer to | 
fire. All it does is spread the risk. 
But the premium rate in the heavy 
hail belts is so high that many far- 
mers feel they can't afford it. In fact | 
some companies refuse to sell in- 
surance in hundreds of townshipso. 

So hail has to be prevented or 
weakened or reduced. 

This means weather r 
pure and simple. It is tied in with 
the much-debated science of rain - 
making. Many sincere and well 
informed people believe it can't be 
done, But the evidence to support 
it is rapidly building up. Rain-making | 
is carried out now n many parts of | 
North America. Power companies | 
hire it to replenish their reservoirs, 
towns and cities to forstall water 
shortages, and so on, Millions of 
dollars are spent on it annually, 
much of it by private companies very 
careful to put their money only | 
where they know it will bring results.
